Russ Still Champs 


Chess is a bourgeois game, with no Marxian 
implications. Or perhaps its roots are more feudal­ 
istic what with its knights and castles and bishops 
and kings and queens and its expendable but use­ 
ful pawns. It was the national game of Russia in the 
old days when the power of the czars still seemed 
secure. And it is still the national game of Russia 
under the bolsheviks. 


An eight-man American chess team has just 
been reminded of that 
lf went to Moscow to be 
roundly entertained 
and soundly beaten in four 
straight matches The total score in games was 25-7, 
which was considerably worse than the 20-12 defeat 
Inflicted by the Russians when they visited New 
York last year. 


Chess, as the national game of Russia, is of 
course, nationalized. The government subsidizes it. 
So the eight Russians were. in effect, professionals. 
The Americans, with one exception, were amateurs. 


The one exception is little Samuel Reshevsky, 
who acquired a private patron a few years ago and 
is now able to make a career of chess. Reshevsky is 
one of the world's hest, and proved it by getting 
one win and three draws in his four Moscow gamps 
with Mikhail Botvinnik, the world champion. 


Reshevsky has wanted a shot at Botvinnik's 
title ever since he finished third in the five-man 
tournament in which Botvinnik won the champion­ 
ship in 1948 In Moscow recently he tried to chal­ 
lenge Botvinnik to a 20-game match for the title, 
hut international rules now require a challenger 
first to win a biennial candidates’ tournament, and 
Reshevsky was nosed out in the last orte. 
So he has challenged Botvinnik to a 20-game 
non-title match, but it is not believed likely that 
Botvinnik will accept the challenge.

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Ban On A-Bombs Would Hike U. S. Defense Costs 


WASHINGTON - Paradoxical a* 
it may seem, the net effect of any 


ban on the use of nuclear weapons 


that could be proclaimed at the 
Big Four Conference at Geneva, 
or in any subsequent conference, 
might be to increase substantially 
the arm am ent cost to the A meri­ 
can people 


What is not generally realized is 
that because atomic and hydrogen 
bombs contain many times the ex 
plosive power of the conventional 
bomb used in World War ll and 
known as “ blockbusters.” there is 
a substantial economv in their sub­ 
stitution for the ofdinary bombs 
If both A-bombs and H-bombs are 
tabooed, the Untied States would 
have to build up it* capacity to 
drop conventional bombs on enemy 
territory. 
This 
means 
that 
long-range 
bombers by the thousands would 
have to be provided. 
Estimates 
vary, but one military executive 
said he thought it migh* 
mean 
trebling the cost for more bojmber 
aircraft just to Ive able to deliver 
ihe blows that would be necessary

tion" against an aggressor would 
be effective.

President Eisenhower opened the 
* scission by saying he was sorry 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas could not 
be there. 
He then explained that 
Senators should view the confer­ 
ence “ as a means of testing the 
basic 
intentions 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union.” 
He hoped, among other 
things, he said, to reach some 
kind of understanding to avoid any 
more shooting down of American 
planes. 


The President then turned the 
meeting over to Secretary Dulles, 
who amplified his remarks, and 
who emphasized that the Big Four 
hoped to work out an agreement on 
methods to be used later in nego­ 
tiations 
between 
the 
f o r e i g n 
ministers 
“We will discuss methods, nor 
solutions.” Dulles summed it up. 
Throughout Dulles's remarks, Ike 
kept nodding approval 
Then the 
meeting was turned over to ques­ 
tions from the Congressmen. 
Ike 
answered most of the questions. 
with Dulles chiming in to clarify. 
Senator Knowland asked the first 
question, which was: “ How many 
signed the Austrian treaty’’” 
No­ 
body 
quite 
understood 
why 
he 
asked this question, and in any 
ease, he immediately launched into 
questions about the Far East 
Senators Bridges of New Hamp­ 
shire and Clements of Kentucky 
joined in these questions and want­ 
ed to know what our position would 
bo 
if F ar 
Eastern issues were 
brought tip at Geneva. Ike replied 


that we wouldn’t discuss anything 
affecting the F ar East unless our 
Far Eastern allies are present. 
Later he blurted, however, that he 
would take someone from the F a r 
Eastern desk to Geneva. 
It was 
never explained why he would need 
someone from the F ar 
Eastern 
desk if we didn’t intend to discuss 
F ar Eastern subjects at the Big 
Four meeting. 


Congressman 
McCormack 
of 
Massachusetts asked whether we 
knew who the Russian delegate* 
would be 
Dulles replied that b t 
presumed Bulganin would head the 
Soviet delegation. He said he didn't 
know whether Khrushchev would 
show up or not. McCormack then 
demanded 
how 
we 
could 
tell 
whether we are dealing with the 
top people. 


“ We ll know after Ihe first few 
hours.” Dulles replied. 
The 
question 
also 
came 
up 
whether we were going to Geneva 
with a definite disarm am ent plan. 
\gain the answer was no—that we 
were going to discuss methods, not 
solutions. 
In other words, we in­ 
tended to play it by ear. 
The President ended up by say­ 
ing that he hoped to work out a 
statement of principles and seek a 
lessening of tension by negotiation. 
This statement of principles would 
probably be the only document to 
ho signed by the heads of state. 
In 
other 
words, 
we 
anticipate 
reaching no agreement except an 
agreement to try to agree. 
“ You have our best wishes for 
success, Mr. President.” declared 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn, “and 
you can count on our support.” 
Note — One significant question

by

le a d e r 
Knowland 
was 
whether the de­ 
cision to forego a discussion of the 
Far F'ast at Geneva m eant that 
we were going to “ desert” the 
eleven American airmen still held

brief replied: “ I am as much con­ 
cerned about those men as you are. 
Senator. We are doing everything 
we can to bring about their re­ 
lease and we are making progress. 
We have no intention of deserting 
them. 
But the Geneva meeting is 
not the time and place to nego­ 
tiate on this subject, even though 
if is a m atter of great importance 
to all of us.”
